tion of export proceeds. This aspect is to be verified 
based on the certification of the bank. Where the 
foreign exchange realisation is in part, the licences shall 
be issued only to the extent export proceeds have 
been realised. The value of these licences will be en¬ 
hanced to the extent the evidence of realisation is 
produced. 

3. In respect of the REP licences issued prior to 
the issue of Public Notice,No. 145-ITC(PN)|90—93
